North ‘a crowd of labor demonstrators here 


yesterday. Thirteen striking bus 
drivers were killed and 51 other 
strikers were wounded. 

The demonstration began with a 
mass meeting. The striking bus 
drivers, together with some taxicab 
drivers, blocked traffic in down- 
town Merida. They marched to the 
palace of Gov. Fernando Lopez 
Cardenas in protest against non- 


enforcement of labor contracts 
which were drawn in May with the 
assistance of the Governor. 

Before the palace, the crowd be- 
gan a demonstration during which 
several small bombs were exploded. 
Municipal Council Secretary Vi- 
cente Lugo was wounded. Then 
police opened fire. 

As the disturbance spread, Gen. 


Otero Pablos, military zone coin- 
mandant, called Federal troops who 
disarmed the police and posted 
guards throughout the city. The 
killings, Gen. Pablos declared, re- 
sulted from “absolute lack of disci- 
pline and control of the police.” 

Lopez Cardenas resigned the gov- 
ernorship and the Legislature 
named Florencio Paloma Palomo 
Valencia as acting chief executive. 

Lopez Cardenas declared the 
demonstrators had been “used as 
an instrument of capital against 
labor and the public authority.” He 
charged plantation owners with 
instigating the disorders because 
of their opposition to division of 
their lands among workers. 

At Mexico, D. F., President La- 
zaro Cardenas ordered Agustin Ar- 
royo, Undersecretary of the Inter- 
ior, to fly to Merida to conduct an 
inquiry. Leaders of two labor 
groups called emergency sessions of 
their executive councils to discuss 
the disturbance in Yucatan. 
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DAVIT TAKEN 10 PRISON, 
BEGINS LIFE SENTENCE 


Convicted at Clayton of Hold- 
up Murder of Paul Flueck 
in Maplewood. 


Bart Davit, convicted of the mur- 
der of Paul Flueck, Maplewood 
grocer, in a holdup Feb. 10, 1932, 
was taken from Clayton Jail to the 
Penitentiary today to begin serv- 
ing the life sentence imposed by 
the jury which convicted him last 
November. 

Davit is also under indictment 
as one of the kidnapers of. Dr. 
Isaac D. Kelley, in‘April, 1931, and 
is under indictment for kidnaping 
and assault with intent to kill, in 
the attempted abduction of Oscar 
Johnson in August, 1931. 

It is understood that further 
action by the State against Davit in 
the Kelley and Johnson cases will 
await the outcome of Davit’s ap- 
peal to the State Supreme Court in 
the murder case. Davit recently ob- 
tained permission to file his appeal 
as a poor person. 

Sheriff Philip G. Deuser and Dep- 
uty Orion Litzinger took Davit to 
Jefferson City by automobile. 

Davit was identified by the widow 
and daughter <-f Flueck, two years 
after the murder, as the nervous 
young robber with “batty” eyes, 
who shot and killed the grocer in 
their presence at his store. They 
recognized his picture when it was 
published in newspapers after his 
arrest on the Kelley kidnaping 
charge, and their testimony against 
him was of the most positive char- 
acter. Davit offered an alibi, sup- 
ported by a loose leaf from a Kan- 
sas City hotel register.

| MISSOURI SUPREME 
COURT KNOCKS OUT 
THE TERM, ‘AND/OR’ 


Judge Frank in Opinion Says 
He Doesn’t Know What 


Expression Means. 


By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 2.— 
That puzzling expression “and/or” 
stood condemned today by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court which held 
that its use in a petition made the 
petition meaningless. 

“I confess I do not know what 
is meant,” wrote Judge William F. 
Frank, in an opinion upholding a 
restraining order against three St. 
Louis Circuit Judges obtained by a 
policyholder of the Federal Auto- 
mobile Insurance Association to 
block collection of a special $400,- 
000. assessment against 6500 Mis- 


The suit against the policyhold- 
ers set out that: “The Federal Au- 
tomobile Insurance Association 


and/or Federal Automobile Insur- | 


ance Underwriters was an associa- 
tion of subscribers engaged in ex- 
changing reciprocal insurance con- 
tracts.” 

“There is no reason,” Judge 
Frank said, “why a statute, con- 
traet or other legal document can- 
not be stated in plain English.” 
The Court agreed and so joined 
the Wisconsin State Supreme Court 
which already had denounced 
“and/or” as a “Janus-faced verbal 
monstrosity, neither word nor 
phrase.” 


The Federal Automobile Insur- 
ance Association of Indianapolis, 
Ind., went into bankruptcy in 1928. 
The assessments against policy- 
holders were levied by the receivers. 


DROUTH REPORTS SEND WHEAT 
FUTURE PRICES UP 3 TO 5 CTS, 


Maximum Rise at Chicago Carries 
December to $1.03 a Bushel, 
Near 1935 Peak.

CHICAGO, July 2.—Drouth re- 
ports from the North American 
spring wheat belt sent wheat 
prices upward 3 to 5 cents a bushel 
at all world trading centers today. 

At Chicago the price rose 5 cents 
a bushel to pass the $1 mark for 
the first time since March. De- 
cember wheat sold abave — $1.03, 
within 6 cents of its 1935 peak. 

At Winnipeg prices jumped the 
3-cent limit permitted in that mar- 
ket as soon as trading began and 
remained at that bid level, with 
few dealers willing to sell. The 
Liverpool market, reflecting world 
conditions, closed 4 cents higher. 
Political conditions in Europe and 
the Orient, as well as a threatened 
world crop shortage, were factors 
in the general wheat price advance. 

Wheat prices have gained 15 
cents a bushel since June 1, al- 
most half of this advance being 
made in the last two days. Corn

‘CATHOLIC BOARDS 
OF MOVE CENSOR 


Instructs Bishops Through- 
out World to Classify 
Pictures and Designate 
‘Bad Films.’

Prelates Are to Obtain 
Promises From Faithful 
They Will Not Attend 
Barred Shows.

VATICAN CITY, July 2.—Pope 
Pius today instructed Bishops 
throughout the world to “classify” 
all motion pictures and to designate 
“bad films” which Catholics should 
“abstain from witnessing.” 

The Pope, in an encyclical di- 
rected to the American hierarchy 
because of its lead in the clean pic- 
tures campaign, expressed himself 


as “anguished” at the “lamentable 
progress of the.motion picture in- 
dustry in the portrayal of sin and 
vice.” 

The Pope ordered that a perma- 
nent national reviewing office be 
set up in each country and sug- 
gested it be entrusted to the head- 
quarters of the Catholic Action or- 
ganization and dependent on the 
Bishops. [Te urged the exchange 
of informati... vetween the offices 
in all countries to “achieve a unit 
outiet in the judgments and com- 
munications appearing in the Cath- 
olic press of the world.” 

He said he realized standards va- 
ried from one country to another 
and this would have to be taken 
into consideration. 


Appeal to Movie Makers. 
The Pope urged that Bishops ap- 
‘“o the Catholics connected 
motion picture production, say- 


ing the influence of these Catho- 
lies “has not always been in ac- 
cordance with their faith and 
ideals.” 

The Pope declared: “People who, 
in time of repose, give themselves 
diversions which violate decency, 
honor, or morality and to recrea- 
tions which, especially to the young, 
constitute occasions of sin, are in 
grave danger of losing their great- 
ness and even national power.” 

The encyclical directed the Bish- 
ops to obtain annual promises from 
laymen to abstain from witnessing 
films “offensive to truth and Chris- 
tain morality.” 

“In particular, fathers and moth- 
ers of families, conscious of their 
responsibility, should co-operate,” 
said the encyclical. “We thank the 
Bishops and faithful of the United 
States and we express our satisfac- 
tion over the good results achieved 
in this field by the ‘Legion of De- 
cency,’ and urge Bishops and faith- 
ful throughout the whole world to 
profit by their examples.” 


“Necessity for Censorship.” 
“We urge the necessity for a 
committee of censorship under the 
control of fathers and mothers of 


families, in order that a medium 
fraught with such power may be a 
source not of debasement, but rath- 
er of virtue and national greatness 
in the contribution which it may 
make toward increasing the wel- 
fare, social and moral, of the 
world.” 

“Cinema producers of America 
themselves became concerned over 
evil movies in 1930 and issued a 
code according to which they prom- 
ised to abstain from production of 
films calculated to demoralize or 
bring discredit to natural or hu- 
man law,” the Pope said in his 
letter. 

“However, in point of fact, they 
proved themselves scarcely able to 
put it into effect. For this reason 
American Bishops felt themselves 
called on to intervene and organize 
the faithful under their charge into 
a Legion of Decency which had 
as its object a public promise re- 
newed every year to abstain from 
attending exhibition of immoral 
films.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Repre- 
gentatives of unionsaffiliated with 
John L. Lewis in his industrial 
union campaign assambled today at 
Lewis call to discuss the drive to 
organize the steel industry. 

John Brophy, director of the 
Committee for Industrial Organi- 
gation, told reporters amy other 
qtestions before the Committee 
would be secondary to the steel 
fasue at this afternoon's meeting. 

The committee has undertaken to 
organize the steel industry without 
the help of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. First efforts drew 
a statement of the American Iron 
& Steel Institute that the industry 
would remain an “open shop.” 

Brophy said the committee would 
receive a report from Phillip Mur- 
ray, vice-president of the United 
Mine Workers and chairman of che 
Steel Organization Committee, and 
would make plans for continuation 
of the drive. launched by Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers. 

A. F. of L. Dispute Up Also. 

The committee also will consider 
an order from the A. F. of L. Ex- 
ecutive Council to appear before the 
council next Thursday to answer 
charges of promoting “dual union- 
ism,” Brophy said. He added that 
the rubber and automobile labor eit- 
uation also would be considered. 

In some labor quarters the view 
was privately expressed that the 
announced intention of the iron and 
steel industry to oppose organiza- 
tion might bring the divided labor 
groups, at least temporarily, into 
closer harmony. The Lewis com- 
mittee says it represents 1,000,06u 
workers, or about one-third of the 
A. F. of L. membership. 

Lewis’ only comment was: “Mr. 
Green is the possessor of the key 
to all the secrets.” He referred 
to William Green, president of the 
A. F. of L. 

Norman Thomas, Socialist can- 
didate for President. sent a tele- 
gram to Philip Murray, chairman 
of the Stee] Workers’ Organizing 
Committee, at Pittsburgh, indorsing 
the industrial organization drive in 
the steel industry and saying that 
“many thousands of workers” of 
the Socialist party were supporting 
the plan morally and financially. 

Employers’ Letter to Men. 

Benjamin Fairless, president of 
the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corpora- 
tion, told employes in a letter that 
they might expect “every possible 
means employed to stampede you 
into joining the union.” Of this 
he said, “Your company will do 
everything in its power to protect 
you and to maintain our existing 
friendly relations.” 

In New York, the American 
Iron & Steel Institute made public 
a statement accepted by some as 
further indication of preparation for 
a fight against the closed shop. De- 
scribing employe representation 
plans as affording “ample effective 
opportunity for collective bargain-

Zoo Gets Truck Load 
Of Animal Novelties 


Two Harpy Eagles, Saki Monkey in Collec- 
tion—$3000 Giraffe, Held at Quar- 
antine, to Arrive Later. 


A truck load of novelties to perk 
up the jaded summer picnicker was 
taken to the St. Louis Zoo yester- 
day by Director George P. Vierhel- 
ler on his return from New York, 
where the principal business done 
was the buying of a $3000 giraffe 
to replace one which was accident- 
ally killed last summer. 

The giraffe will not arrive here 
until it has passed quarantine in 
New York. It will be brought here 
under the care of Mrs. Christian 
Schulz, wife of the animal dealer 
from whom it was bought. 

Of the novelties the best attrac- 
tion probably will be a saki monkey 
from Venezuela, which will be 
placed on exhibition after a several 
weeks’ stay in the Zoo hospital to 
acclimate itself. The rarest and 
most valuable part of the shipment 
is a pair of harpy eagles from 
Brazil, said to be the only ones in 
captivity. 

The saki is a small monkey with 
a full beard and a long, bushy tail, 
usually curled up to look like a 
large question mark. It is a deli- 
cate animal, but has been accus- 
tomed to handling by man and 


Vierheller expects it to be very 
friendly. 
The harpies are. large, heavy 


eagies, ferocious and strong. When 
Henry M. Kennon, the Zoo’s orni- 
thologist, went into their cage yes- 
terday afternoon, however, they 
were meek as doves and could let 
out only the mildest of peeps. In 
their native haunts their principal 
food consists of monkeys and 
sloths, on which they swoop down 
and catch in their giant talons. 
18 New Humming Birds. 

The bird house got several other 
acquisitions, too, including 13 hum- 
ming birds. This increases’ the 
humming bird collection to 34. Ken- 
non said there were feven new 
species in the new shipments, mak- 
ing a total of 11 species which wiil 
now be housed in the glass-in- 
closed cage. The hummers will not 
be placed in the cage for several 
days until they have become accus- 
tomed to feeding out of the glass 
tubes. 

Other new birds include some 
Sugar birds, three scarlet ibises for 
the center display in the bird 


house, six toucans and two shell- 


drake ducks. 
A lesser anteater, which the Zoo 


has never had before, was brought 
along for the small mammal house, 
as 


were two palmrollers, small 
civet cats which eat only fruit, and 
a paca, which belongs to the rodent 
family. 

The Reptile House also got some 
additions, among which the prin- 


cipal one was a coral snake from 


South America. The curators at 
the house said it was about 15 
times as large as any coral snake 


they had ever seen here in Ameri- 


ca. It has beautiful orange, black, 
and gray coloring and is probably 


the most deadly snake in the 
building. 
Other snakes to arrive were 


three green tree boas, specimens of 
which the Zoo has had before but 
which are always good because of 
their brilliant coloring, a gray tree 
boa, a sumbadora, which eats rats, 
and two red racers. 


5000 See Python Fed. 

The spotlight in the snake house, 
however, was centered yesterday 
afternoon on an old resident— 
none other than Blondie, the stub- 
born old Indian python, which 
hasn’t eaten in the nine years it 
has been at the Zoo except when 
the food has been rammed down 
its throat. This little pleasure is 
usually bestowed on Blondie in the 
privacy of the Reptile House, but 
yesterday the snake was taken out- 
side, where all who wanted to could 
see. 

More than 5000 persons jostled 
and pushed each other to watch the 
performance, which was carried 
out on the sloping lawn west. of 
the Reptile House, and it was far 
more difficult for the keepers to 
handle the crowd of human beings 
than to cajole the snake. 

Eight attendants carted the 19- 
foot serpent out to a tarpaulin on 
the lawn and then kneeled on the 
animal while R.. Marlin Perkins, 
curator of reptiles; pushed two 
doses of ground rabbit meat into 
the snake’s stomach. It isn’t ex- 
citing business to watch unless the 
dangers are constantly kept in 
mind. If anybody missed the show 
yesterday he can see it again in 
four weeks. From now on Blondie 
will de one of the best troupers of 
the Zoo.

Arriving From Missouri 
and Illinois Towns for 
Four Weeks at Jefferson 
Barracks. 


About 1400 young men from Mis- 
souri and Illinois were due at Jef- 
ferson Barracks today for the 
opening of the twelfth annual Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camp— 


four weeks of intensive drill in 
military activities, physical condi- 
tioning and recreation. 

As early as last night 250 were 
already in camp and this morning 
they came in a steady stream to 
the end of the South Broadway car 
line where busses met them and 
took them to the Barracks. 

Most had chosen to save the 
five-cent a mile transportation 
allowance and made their way 
from their homes by hitch-hiking 
along the highways. They traveled 
lightly, in shirt sleeves and wash 
trousers, hatless, and usually with 
no more than a small bundle or 
bag for luggage. 

From Town and Farm. 

Small towns and farms seemed to 
have contributed most of the 
youths, but there were some St. 
Louisans who were driven to the Bar- 
racks by their parents, and some 
from other larger cities. Among 
them were a good number of vet- 
erans of previous encampments 
who greeted old associates with 
shouts of glee.

Dutton Advertising Co. Sought 
$42,500 on Policies After Fire 
Destroyed Plant. 

A judgment for $22,750 was giv- 
en by a jury in Federal Judge 
Charles B. Davis’ court today in 
favor of the Dutton Advertising 
Co., a printing fiem, against the 
General Insurance Co. of America.

APPEAL SOUGHT 
IN RIVER FRONT 
MEMORIAL FIGHT 


38 St. Louis Firms, Denied 
Injunction Last Week, 
File New Petitions 
Washington. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Juiy 2.—Attor- 
neys for 38 St. Louis business firms 
today filed petitions in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
here, in continuance of their fight 
against the proposed Jefferson Me- 


morial park on the St. Louis down- 
town river front. 

Justice Cox of the District Court 
here refused last week to enjoin 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau, 
and Arno B. Cammerer, head of 
the National Park Service, from 
proceeding with the Memorial 
plans. The plaintiffs, stating that 
they were property-owners and 
tenants in the 37-block Memorial 
tract, today filed a petition for the 
allowance of special appeal from 
Judge Cox’s decision, and another 
petition for a temporary injunction, 
pending appeal. 

Although the court is in summer 
recess, attaches said most of the 
Judges were in the city, and that 
it would be possible for them to 
study the petitions in chambers and 
pass on them without prolonged 
délay. 

Attorneys Edmund M. Toland of 
Washington and David H. Robert- 
son of St. Louis, representing the 
petitioners, asked for the allowance 
of special appeal in the case “be- 
cause of the possibility that it may 
be contended that this court, is 
without jurisdiction” to review the 
action of Justice Cox without such 
an order.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., July 2.— 
At least 21 persons lost their lives 
in a flood in Southeast Texas which 


followed two days of heavy rain. 
Others, including two families, are 


|missing and property damage is 
estimated at $1,000,000. The area 
affected is between San Antonio 


and Austin, 80 miles apart. 

Creeks became sprawling currents 
in a few hours. Larger streams 
rose. Plum Creek, a hill-bound 
stream normally six feet : wide, 
caused the death of 12 or more per- 
sons after 10 inches of rain fell. 
Some of them were swept into the 
water as they clung to flimsy 
homes. : 

A Missouri Pacific freight train 
fell through a washed-out trestle 
near Kyle, killing a man and a boy 
and possibly others. Ten cars were 
smashed. 

Fields of cotton and corn were 
laid waste and hundreds of cattle 
were drowned. 


Gonzales sector again today and 
sent Peach Creek on a fresh rise 
that first reports said swept a 
Mexican family of several persons 


downstream. ‘Two inches of rain

Reports said the Guadalupe and 
Colorado Rivers were’ spreading 
over the coastal plain to the south 
of Gonzales, hampering railroad 
and highway transportation.

MIAMI, Fla., July 2—Lewis E. 
Mallory III., testified today in the 
$300,000 suit against him by James 
Edgar Jr., Detroit manufacturer, 
for alienation of the affections of 
Mrs. Edgar.

The defendant, member of a 
wealthy Bradford, Pa., oil family, 
told the six-man jury he inherited 
$1,250,000 when he came of age in 
October, 1934, but that his estate 
now was worth only $130,000.

“In two years, under your man- 
agement, your estate was depleted 
from $1,250,000 to $130,000, is that 
correct?”

Mallory disclaimed knowledge of 
the amount of his yearly income or 
of his income tax. 


Edgar followed Mallory on the 
stand and told the jury he gave his 
former wife a monthly allowance 
of $700 for householé and personal 
expenses during their married life. 
Only last December, Edgar said, he 
bought her a $2500 mink coat. 


Edgar said he was “amazed” 
when he saw his former wife and 
Mallory in Mallory’s hotel room last 
March. He testified he looked 
through &n open window and saw 
them. 


Edgar was sworn as a witness 
along with three employes of the 
Deauville -Hotel, who testified yes- 
terday that they watched a num- 
ber of meetings between Mrs. Ed- 
gar and Mallory in the latter’s room 
last March.

MAY BECOME ARID 


Discusses Possibility That Cli- 
mate in United States Is 
Undergoing Change. 


By the Associated Press. 


EVANSTON, Ill, July 2.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace last 
night said he feared a possible 
“weather change” which might 
make the United States arid. 
Threats of the “change” were in the 
long, dry spells of 1934 and 1936, 
and in otherwise “freakish” 
weather of “the past seven” years, 
he said. 

Wallace made his statement while 
addressing a class in contemporary 
thought at Northwestern Univer- 
sity. 

After expressing an opinion that 
the present lack of rainfall was 
“almost as bad” as the disaster of 
two years ago, he said: 

“It is conceivable that this prob- 
lem may be enormously complicated 
by changes in climate. The great 
migrations of history to some ex- 
tent were caused by soil depletion, 
to some extent by changes in cli- 
mate, and to some extent by social 
and political disintegration. If the 
weather of the United States really 
is changing, it is essential that we 
study it as a great national prob- 
lem. 

“Of course, it is premature to say 
that our weather has definitely 
changed, but if we have during the 
next seven years weather as freak- 
ish as that which we have had dur- 
ing the past seven, it may well be 
that the people of the United States 
will call on the Federal Govern- 
ment in no unmistakable terms to 
aid them in making certain pro- 
found adjustments.” 

Even were the climate to remain 
as it is, Wallace said, “people in 
Eastern United States and in Eu- 
rope do not appreciate the violence

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FEWER AUTO ACCIDENTS 


McDevitt Reports General Re- 
| duction in First Six Months 
of Year. 


| <i 


Traffic accidents, attributed to 


the use of alcoholic liquor, as well 
}as all other types of automobile 
mishaps, decreased generally dur- 
ing the first six months of this 
year as compared with the same 
period a year ago, Frank J. Mc- 
Devitt, Director of Streets and 
Sewers, reported yesterday. 

The decrease ef accidents involv- 
ing use of liquor was from 550 to 
323, or about 41 per cent. The sta- 
tistics include the driver and the 
person injured, under conditions 
such as driving while intoxicated, 
drinking but not intoxicated, and 
the odor of liquor on the breath of 
an individual in an accident as de- 
tected by hospital attendants or 
police. Pedestrians injured while 
under the influence of liquor also 
were included in the compilation. 

Traffic accidents of all types to- 
|taled 4542 last year and 4158 this 


year for the six-month period, a 
decrease of 384, or about 8 per cent. 

There were four fewer fatalities 
for the half-year, 81 occurring in 
1935 and 77 this year, while the 
number of injury cases also showed 
a decrease from 2679 to 2175, more 
than 18 per cent. Those in which 
drivers fled dropped from 349 to 
343. Cases requiring hospitilization 
decreased from 2486 in -1935 to 1830 
during the same period this year. 

Mayor Dickmann, to whom the 
report was made, attributed the 
general decrease to stricter  en- 
forcement of traffic laws, the work 
of traffic inspectors, drivers’ li- 
| censes, and the public educational 
program carried out by the city. 
The report will be submitted tothe 
| Traffic Commission next Tuesday.

' “The number of people bitten by 
‘unknown dogs,” he continued, “has 
increased, requiring us to give treat- 
ment to more than 50 per cent of 
those applying at the ‘clinic. De- 
‘struction of dogs not on leash is 
the only way to control the disease 
and save citizens from being given 
the Pasteur treatment for dog bites 
| unnecessarily.” 

| Dr. Bredeck called attention to 
the anguish of relatives and chil- 
dren and others bitten by dogs be- 
fore it was known whether the dogs 
were rabid, and to the discomfort 
of patients taking the Pasteur treat- 
mént. One owner whose bird dog 
was caught recently obtained its re- 
‘turn under preliminary writ of re- 
_plevin. 


SCIENTIST, LOST TWO WEEKS

Calls Off Hearing Pending 
Arguments.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 2.—A 


preliminary rule of prohibition pre- 
venting Circuit Judge Robert J. 
Kirkwood of St. Louis from pro- 
ceeding with the second trial of 
Gustave Cytron, charged with ob- 
taining $5753 by false pretenses 
more than seven years ago in the 


collapse of the Cytron Mortgage 
Co., was issued by the Missouri 
Supreme Court today on applica- 
tion of Cytron’s counsel. 

The order was made returnable 
in 30 days, after which the matter 
will be set for argument, probably 
at the September term of the court 
en banc. 

Cytron’s counsel contended that 
an amended information filed by 
the State on April 2, 1934, after 
the trial court had sustaifMed a de- 
murrer to the original indictment, 
was not timely and that the stat- 
ute of limitations, providing for a 
three-year period in this instance, 
had run, outlawing the charge. It 
was contended also that the perti- 
nent statute, insofar as it was ap- 
plicable to sale of. securities, had 
been superseded by the Missouri 
Securities Act of 1923. The charge 
‘Involved sale of second mortgage 
|participation gold notes by the 
|'mortgage company of which the 
defendant was president, and which 
collapsed in 1929 with a loss to 
investors of almost $2,000,000. 

The sale as alleged occurred June 
22, 1929.. The original indictment 
was returned June 2, 1932, within 
20 days of the time the limitation 
would have run. On Dec, 27, 1933, 
St. Louis Circuit Court sustained a 
demurrer to the indictment and 
granted leave to the State to file 
an amended information within the 
December term, which expired Feb. 
3, 1934. Cytron’s counsel pointed 
‘out that the amended information 
was not filed until the following 
April 2. 

Not only was the information un- 
timely, it was contended, but fail- 
ure to file it in the specified period 
revived the statute of limitations at 
the end of the December term, so 
_that the ensuing 60 days were more 

than sufficient to make it applica- 
ble. 
| Cytron’s first trial last March re- 
‘sulted in a jury disagreement.

The fact-finding commission, 
which is to make recommendations 
to the President on its return, is 
composed of Jacob Baker, Assist- 
aft Works Progress Administrator; 
Leland Olds, secretary of the New 
York State Power Association, and 
Charles E. Stuart, New York con- 
sulting engineer. 

“Some of the strongest co-opera- 
tives in the world are in Northern 
European countries and they oper- 
ate entirely in harmony with capi- 


talist doctrines,” Stuart said. 

The commission will fly from 
London to Stockholm, and later will 
visit Finland, Czechoslovakia, 
France and the British Isles, in that 
order. 

Stuart went to Europe last year 
for the President to report on 
international trade and export cred- 
it conditions. He retired June 1 as 
executive vice-president of the Ex- 
port-Import Bank of Washington.

CORN LOANS CALLED 
BY FEDERAL AGENCY 


Commodity Credit Corporation 
to Allow No Extensions 
on Those Now Due. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 2.— The 
Government's Commodity Credit 
Corporation made known yesterday 
that corn loans expiring on July 1, 
for the most part, would not be 
extended. This means the bor- 
rowers must sell their sealed grain 
at current market prices or pay 
up. 

le on corn sealed in cribs 
were made at 4 per cent between 
Dec. 1, 1935, and March 31, 1936, 
maturing on July 1, 1936. Farmers 
borrowed 45 cents a bushel. At the 
peak the loans totaled $14,000,000 
or about 31,000,000 bushels. The 
corporation estimated yesterday 
that $8,800,000 in corn loans re- 
mained outstanding on 19,728,000 
bushels and added that farmers 
were repaying them at an average 
of $155,000 to $200,000 a day. Offi- 
cials estimated that all would be 
repaid with interest by Sept. 15.

Corn loans were made by local 
banks, the corporation discounting | 
the paper. Loans were slightly | 
under prevailing prices. The farmer 
agreed, in accepting the loan, to 
seal his corn until July 1, or until 
any previous date on which he 


wished to offer it on the market 
and liquidate his obligation. The 
purpose was to prevent heavy of- 
ferings on a feeble market when 
prices easily might have been fur- 
ther depressed. 

Corporation officials disclaimed 
any intention to force sales or take 
possession of loan corn until ample 
time had been given for disposal 
of it in orderly fashion. 

The volume of the corn move- 
ment during -the last two months 
has been averaging about 5,000,000 
a bushel a week, but active de 
mand from feeders and manufac- 
turers has moved it out as fast as 
accumulated.

CHICAGO, July — 2. James

The boy, who lay in 
bed beside his mother while the 
assailant fractured her skull with 
pieces of a paving brick, variously 
described him as a man wearing a 
black mask, a Negro and a white 
man wearing blackface makeup. 

“Let me have the boy by myself,” 
Thompson said. “I'll try to un- 
scramble this puzzle.” He took the 
boy to a hotel.

NEW YORK, July 2.—The New 
York Stock Exchange yesterday 
issued its compilation of members’ 
customers accounts which, broker- 
age circles said, showed higher 
Federal Reserve margin require- 
ments had restricted stock market 
activity and hampered operations 
of large traders. 

The compilation disclosed 31.9 
per cent of members’ customers 
margin accounts “restricted” on 
May 29 and about 39.4 per cent on 
April 30. 

The report showed that about 29 
per cent of the accounts were sim- 
ilarly affected on March 31, under 
the old margin requirements prior 
to new regulations which were pro- 
mulgated by the Federal Reserve 
Board on April 1. 

Stock Exchange officials made no 
comment in forwarding the report 
to the Federal Reserve Board in 
Washington. 

Under Federal Reserve Board 
regulations the term “restricted ac- 
count” applies to an account the 
margin on which has not been kept 
up to the new rate of 55 per cent 
of the quoted value of the shares 
therein at any given time. When 
an account thus becomes “frozen” 
a trader is automatically barred 
from withdrawing cash from the 
account or making additional com- 
mitments until the margin is 
brought up to requirements. 

Sales on the Stock Exchange in 
April, the first month in which the 
new regulations were effective, to- 
taled 39,609,538 shares, compared 
with 51,016,548 in March. Sales in 
May fell to 20,613,670 shares and in 
June the turnover was 21,428,337 
shares, 


COCHRAN’S WARNING ON LIQUOR 


Another Dry Fight Ahead Unless 
There Is More Regulation. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Unless 
there is more stringent  regula- 
tion of the sale of liquor, the coun- 
try will witness another fight for 
national prohibition, Representative 
John J. Cochran, St. Louis Demo- 
crat, asserted today in a statement 
in the Congressional Record. 

Declaring that repeal has bene- 
fited the country, he nevertheless 
urged a careful study of all ques- 
tions connected with the liquor 
traffic. “It is my candid opinion, 
and I express it frankly, that un- 
less there is stricter regulation we 
are going to see another battle 
waged in this country to re-enact 
the Eighteenth Amendment,” said 
Cochran. He urged drafting of 
model liquor laws.

The little band, long active in 
Durango State, entered the town of 
Canatlan yesterday, surrendered 
guns, ammunition and horses and 
received safe conduct home. Col. 
Alberto Bellon Santana, who ar- 
ranged Garcia Toda’s surrender, re- 
ceived word that the last of the 
Durango rebel chieftains, Frederico 
Vazquez, would also like to quit.

DROUTH STILL SEVERE 


IN PARTS OF MISSOURI 


Tuesday Showers Inadequate 
for More Than Temporary 
Relief—Stock Water Short 


Drouth conditions in some central 
and southern sections of Missouri 
are among the worst ever known, 
according to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture Weather Bureau 
weather and crop bulletins for the 
week ended Tuesday. 

“The week was practically rain- 


less except for a few showers in 
northern and western parts of the 
State on the last day,” the bulletin 
reads. 

88 Inch at Gallatin. 

A steady rain measured .96 of 
an inch at St. Joseph. Bethany in 
Harrison County had only .08 of an 
inch, but Gallatin had .88 and the 
rainfall extended across the north 
central part of Brookfield where 
from one-half to an inch was re- 
ported. ; 

Cape Girardeau in Southeast Mis- 
souri received an inch of rain. 

“In some localities stock water 
is exhausted and pastures are dried 
up,” the bulletin continues. “Pas- 
tures, hay crops and _ vegetables 
have been ruined for the time being 
in large areas. Several days this 
week were among the hottest ever 
recorded in June, with maximum 
temperatures running between 105 
degrees and 107 degrees at various 
stations, and as high as 111 at one. 
The drouth is very .evere in about 
one-half of the State. It is bad, 
but less severe, in the other half, 
with considerable areas in the 
northwestern section. and in south- 
eastern lowlands not yet suffering 
much, 

“Grains have been harvested 
pretty generally under favorable 
conditions. Wheat is showing poor 
to excellent yields, averaging fair- 
ly good for the State. Oats turned 
out very poor to good, but proba- 
bly mostly a fair crop. Some excel- 
lent yields of barley are reported. 
Alfalfa produced a very short sec- 
ond cutting in most sections. Soy- 
beans are delayed in starting 
growth by the drouth. Cotton is 
doing well in the lower southeast- 
ern counties. 

“Corn is still good in about one- 
fourth of the State, with some ex- 
cellent fields in the northwestern 
quarter and in some lowlands of 


other sections; but in three-fourths 


of the State corn is mostly only 
fairly good at this time; however, 
it could be largely restored by good 
rains within the next few days. It 
has been curling in the heat, and 
even firing on some hill lands. 
Much corn has been laid by, after 
having been well cultivated. Good 
cultivation and dry weather have 
caused corn to establish deep roots 
—a very fortunate condition.

FOR PICNIC BEER SALES 


ee of Internal Revenue Wires 


Besieged by a small army of pro- 
moters of picnics for the Fourth of 
July,-Collector of Internal Revenue 
Sheehan yesterday wired Washing- 
ton to learn what to do about is- 
suing Federal licenses for the sale 


of beer at such picnics. He was 
told the law providing for the sale 
has become effective but that the 
special tax stamps to be sold for 
the purpose are not yet prepared. 
He was directed to issue special ‘ax 
receipts on application. 

The law permitting the sale of 
beer at picnics, carnivals, dances 
and like events was signed by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt a week ago. A 
tax of $2 is fixed and the stamps 
are good for one month. The act 
was passed following complaints by 
churches, fraternal and political or- 
ganizations of efforts by internal 
revenue agents to collect the full 
tax for the sale of beer, with pen- 
alties added, after beer had been 
sold without the issuance of per- 
mits, since the repeal of prohibition.

Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, criticised the Republican | 
farm plank and praised the Demo- | 
cratic plank in a letter made pub- 
lic here yesterday. | 

The letter, written in response to 
an inquiry by Robert M. Clark, | 
Mitchellville (la.) apple grower, 
said the “contradictions, paradoxes 


and half promises in the (Repub- 
lican) farm plank must be due to 
the strong influence still wielded by 
powerful ultra-conservative forces. 
“Viewed in the light of what the 
Roosevelt . administration has al- 
ready done, the Democratic farm 
plank is clear and explicit.” 


Five Points of Criticism. 
Wallace criticised the Republican 
plank on five points, prefacing his

analysis with the assertion “first | 


of all the two platforms must be | 
studied not only in the light of | 
what they promise the farmers, but | 
also in the light of what the two | 
parties have actually done to help | 
farmers solve the problems con- | 
fronting them in the critical period | 
since the World War.” : 

Of the Republican plank he said: | 

“Stripped of its essentials, the Re- 
publican farm plank makes con- 
flicting commitments to Eastern 
capital and Western agriculture. 
By its reference to the ‘restrictive 
and coercive AAA’ it denounces the | 
principle of production adjustment. | 
The monopolistic industrial groups | 
which are back of the (American) | 
Liberty League were eager that it | 
should, despite the fact that they | 
have exercised and still do exercise | 
rigid control over their own produc- 
tion. 

“For the West, however, the farm 
plank urges policies to bring about | 
an adjustment of agriculture to | 
meet the needs of domestic and for- 
eign markets. Every farmer knows 
that attaining such adjustments 
without any adjustment programs 
merely means forcing farmers out 
of production by bankruptcy due to 
low prices. 

“Implication a Tariff Catspaw.” 

“The Republican promises on the 
tariff are just as contradictory as 


those on production adjustment. | 
. For the rock-ribbed protectionists of | 
the Hast, they contain the plain im- | 
plication that agriculture is again | 
to be used as their tariff catspaw. | 

“The farm plank promises the | 
exclusion of imports ‘of all live- | 
stock, dairy and agricultural prod- | 
ucts, substitutes therefor and de- | 
rivations therefrom ... ’ | 

“And as if to clinch a policy of | 
tariff exclusionism, the Republican 
platform promises repeal of the re- | 
ciprocal trade agreement act. The | 


return of an unreasonable tariff | 


would certainly mean destruction of 
Western and Southern agriculture, 
which depend upon exports and up- 
on domestic buying power, which 
is so Closely related to international 
trade.

The Task of Jesse Owens. 


T PRESENT writing Jesse 

Owens, Negro sprinter, jump- 
er and hurdler, is considering at- 
tempting a really heroic task in 
the Olympic trycuts at Randail’s 
Island July 11-12. 

His job will consist in qualify- 
ing for three events in two days 
—the 100-meter sprint, the 200- 
meter and the broad jump. He 
might have tried for the low hur- 
dies as well, but for the fact that

Owens must run the 100-meter 
distance three times on July 11— 
trial, semifinal and final.

The test will be nothing new to 
Owens, although he has not al- 
ways had to compcrte against 
Olympic quality. Owens has won 
every heat and every event in 
which he has started this year, 
including both sprints, the broad 
jump and the 220-yard low hur- 
dies.

His 
broad jump was more than 10 
inches behind the Olympic mark.

It goes without saying that 
only an accident can keep Owens 
off the Olympic team in at least 
one event. Three men will be 
qualified for the team in each 
competition and Owens figures 
one-two in each of his three spe- 
cialties.

Now a World Sport. 

“It.is now on the road to become 
world-wide. There are 25 nations 
interested in baseball right now. 
We expect to have at least 14 rep- 
resented at a meeting in Berlin in 
connection with the Olympic dem- 
onstration. 

“I am very, very confident it will 
be accepted as a part of the perma- 
nent Olympic program. This step 
will affect the lives of probably 
2,000,000 American boys. They will 
have a real goal to shoot at in ad- 
dition to professional baseball. 

“You can see what .competition 
all over the country for the Olympic 


baseball team will mean when you 
stop to realize that we have only 
approximately 2000 professional 
baseball players in contrast with 
2,000,000 amateurs. We are inter- 
ested, of course, only in the ama- | 
teurs.”

HOW TO REFORM CONVENTIONS? 


It has become a commonplace amongst all na- 
tions which have tried popular institutions that 
the actions of such bodies as our nominating 
conventions are subject to the play of passion 
and of chance. They meet to do a single thing— 
for the platform is really left to a committee— 
and upon that one thing all intrigue centers. 

Who that has witnessed them will ever forget 
the intense night scents, the feverish recesses, 
of our nominating conventions, when there is a 
running to and fro of agents from uelegation to 
delegation, and every candidate has his busy 
headquarters—can ever forget the shouting and 
almost frenzied masses on the floor of the hall 
when the convention is in session, swept this 
way and that, by every wind of sudden feeling, 
impatient of debate, incapable of deliberation? 

When a convention’s brief work is over, its 
own members can scarcely remember the plan 
and order of it. They go home unmarked, and 
sink into the general body of those who have 
nothing to do with the conduct of government. 
They cannot be held responsible if their candi- 
rec fails in his attempt to carry on the Execu- 

ve. 

The foregoing passage might have been written in 
June, 1936, by any objective observer who had viewed 
the political carnivals at Cleveland and Philadelphia. 
Its present applicability is not lessened by the fact 
that it was part of an article published in the At- 
lantic Monthly in July, 1897; its author a profes- 
sor of jurisprudence and political economy at Prince- 
ton University named Woodrow Wilson. 

“Evidently, it is a purely providential form of 
government,” he wrote elsewhere in the article. It 
is as apparent in 1936 as it was in 1897 that such 
feverish, intense gatherings are “impatient of de- 
bate, incapable of deliberation,” as the news reports 
and the radio broadcasts have testified. 

When Wilson became President, he sought to cure 
these conditions. In his message to Congress on 
Dec. 2, 1912, he said: “I feel confident that I do not 
misinterpret the wishes or the expectations of the 
country when I urge legislation which will provide 
for primary elections throughout the country at 
which the voters of the several parties may choose 
their nominees for the presidency without the inter- 
vention of nominating conventions.” 

He outlined his proposal: to retain party conven- 
tions, but only to accept the verdict of the primaries 
and formulate the platforms; the delegates not to be 
chosen at large, but to consist of each party’s nom- 
inees for House and Senate at the forthcoming elec- 
tions, the Senators still in office, the national com- 
mittees and the presidential nominees. In this way, 
he said, “the platforms may be framed by those re- 
sponsible to the people for carrying them into effect.” 

Congress took no action on this proposal for direct 


sion with the public. The fact that the 
Republican party will attract all right- 
wing opponents of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration—because they have nowhere 
else to go—will inevitably make the caim- 
paign seem a. clear-cut contest between 
liberal and reactionary. 

In a recent address in New York, Gov. 
Landon’s campaign manager praised the 
five conservative Democrats, Alfred E. 
Smith and ex-Senator Reed among them, 
who “made the choice becween party 
and country,” by urging the repudiation 
of President Roosevelt by the Democratic 
party. It thus appears that the Repub- 
lican leadership is definitely courting the 
so-called constitutional Democrats. In- 
stead of being aligned with forces of so- 
cial reform, Gov. Landon in the eyes of 
the public is rapidly coming to pose as an 
affiliate of the Old Guard. 

If Gov. Landon is to receive any sup- 
port from liberals who are unfavorable to 
the present administration, he must ex- 
ert himself to dispel this idea from the 
public mind. The fact that William Ran- 
dolph Hearst is behind him has done him 
no good; and unless Landon wishes to be 
classed with wultra-conservatism, he 
should publicly repudiate the publisher. 
The Old Guard and persons of the Lib- 
erty League variety are _ political an- 
athema now; and even if Gov. Landon 
is not undesirable from the viewpoint of 
the conservative members of the party, 
he must definitely dissociate himself 
from right-wing influences. The country 
is in no mood for reaction. 

It is obvious that the Governor will 
take no such drastic step. His managers 
are already seeking the support of dis- 
satisfied Democrats, and he cannot be 
expected to buck Hearst at this stage of 
the game. He will probably continue on 
the same road he has been traveling on, 
and make the race more than ever a 
progress-vs.-reaction fight, especially when 
he attracts the support of dispossessed 
Democrats who have nowhere else to go.

Doubt- 
less much could be done if the parties would reduce 
the ballyhoo elements in the conventions to a mini- 
mum, and dispatch the business for which they are 
convened as speedily as possible} For instance, the 
work of the two recent conventions, if shorn of the 
gaudy atmosphere of showmanship, could have been 
finished in one or two days of deliberation, instead 
of being prolonged to lengthy circus performances. 
The reason for the long-drawn Philadelphia affair 
was, of course, to enable local subscribers of the 
$200,000 convention fund to get their money back 
from the delegates’ expepditures. This has happened 
before, and will continue to happen so long‘as the 
custom of auctioning off the quadrennial meetings to 
the highest bidder is followed. Could conventions be 
taken off the auction block, a new type of delibera- 
tive conference probably would develop. 

At any rate, an adult nation assuredly should di- 
vest this important public function of its juvenile 
characteristics.

The public debate will become a technique of the 
political campaign if the National Education Associa- 
tion has its way.

ANOTHER DROUTH EMERGENCY. 

The drouth of 1934 was recorded as the most se- 
vere in the nation’s history, but conditions in parts 
of the region now affected are said to be more seri- 
ous than two years ago. M. A. Kennedy, South Da- 
kota WPA Administrator, said last week: ‘“Condi- 
tions are the worst I ever encountered.” Said C. P.: 
Conaway, secretary of the North Dakota Grain Deal- 
ers’ Association: “I’ve been here 27 years and have 
never seen anything like it.” Similar reports from 
other points in the North Central area, the most seri- 
ously damaged, have been received. In other parts of 
the Middle West, great damage has been caused by 
both drouth and insect pests. 

In this situation, whose needs are certain to ex- 
ceed the resources of the communities and the states, 
the Federal Government again is preparing to do its 
duty. Both Secretary Wallace and the President have 
appointed drouth committees to map a course of 
action. Mr. Wallace himself is starting on a tour 
of the devastated section. The Government will aid 
from 50,000 to 100,000 families, Mr. Roosevelt said at 
@ press conference this week, and plans also to ex- 
pend $20,000,000 to $30,000,000 in buying cattle whose 
owners no longer can provide feed and water. 

This is a procedure similar to that of 1934, and 
the experience gained at that time will be of value 
in the present effort. Congress in that year appro- 
priated $525,000,000 for drouth relief. In addition, 
$100,000,000 of Farm Credit Administration funds 
was available, and an AAA allotment of $100,000,000 
more for the purchase of cattle. CCC funds totaling 
$50,000,000 were used to establish 172 camps in the 
drouth area. The Government aided between 300,000 
and 400,000 families, and bought 7,000,000 cattle in 
20 states, at a cost of $92,000,000. Many of these 
were slaughtered and used for families on relief. 

No such large sums are available this year, nor 
does it appear that the need will be so great as in 
1934. Improved economic conditions have made it 
possible for farmers to withstand their misfortune 
with a smaller amount of outside aid. The area of 
major crop damage is smaller than two years ago. 
In many sections, however, total crop losses are re- 
ported, and there is need for immediate action. 
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‘ - OLD RACKET IN NEW GUISE. 

An old racket in a brand-new guise is represented 
by the petitions that have been circulated through- 
out Missouri calling for submission to the voters of 
the 100,000-word insurance code, under the initiative 
law. Though the sponsorship of the petitions has 
been carefully veiled by gheir circulators, it appears 
the movement is backed by rural newspaper editors, 
who stand to profit from the official printing. 

It is legally necessary to print laws proposed under 
the initiative in at least one newspaper in each 
county, and this, together with other official printing, 
has been a prolific source of income to rural pub- 
lishers. The late Charles U. Becker, when Secretary 
of State, thade the most of this type of patronage, 
at the expense of the taxpayers, to build up a po- 
litical machine. / 

To print the insurance code, Secretary of State 
Dwight Brown will be permitted to distribute approx- 
imately $2400 to newspaper owners in each of the 
114 counties of the State, at the rate of $3 per col- 
umn inch for five separate publications. The code 
consists, as filed with the petitions, of 36 22-inch 
columns of fine type. In addition, Secretary Brown 
will have other printing to distribute, at a total cost, 
including the insurance code, of more than $400,000. 

To many rural newspapers, the amount received will 
bulk very large in their total annual income. 

Of course, the publication of the insurance code 
will be practically useless, as not one voter in 100 
will plow through its endless length to find out what 
it is about. In fact, the failure of the same code 
to pass in the Legislature was due principally to the 
fact that it is so long and involved that many State 
Senators said they had not the technical insurance 
knowledge to vote intelligently on it. 

Thus, the publication of the code not only places a 
large fund in the hands of the Secretary of State, of 
high potential value for political purposes, but it 
puts upon the voters the impossible task of examin- 
ing and passing upon a document which can be 
judged only by experts.

Alexander Berkman’s death by his own hand comes, 
dramatically enough, on the eve of labor’s third great 
attempt to organize the steel industry. It was dur- 
ing the first attempt, in 1892, that Berkman, already 
well known as an anarchist and companion of Emma 
Goldman, tried to assassinate Henry Clay Frick. Berk- 
man, aroused by the Homestead riots, in which sev- 
eral steel strikers were killed, considered Frick to 
be responsible. Armed with a cheap pistol and a 
dagger, he obtained entrance into Frick’s office, shot 
and stabbed him several times and was himself cap- 
tured. Frick recovered and Berkman spent a long 
term in prison. The incident was an international 
sensation. 

It was, however, only one of many acts of vio- 
lence with which Berkman was directly or indirectly 
connected. As in the case of Emma Goldman, his 
whole life was one of aggressive war against a social 
order which he found it impossible to accept. His 
devotion to anarchy was complete. He believed in an 
ideal society, where men were superior to all re- 
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further his convictions, he was willing to resort to 
the anarchists 
Berkman was too fanatical to understand that these

Two Men and Their Machine 


Mechanical cotton-picker invented by the Rust brothers promises to revolutionize 
labor conditions in the South; though not wealthy, these men do not plan to 
amass a fortune from their machine, but to control its use to benefit workers; 
now seeking to find best way to avoid causing unemployment and economic upset.

the mechanical cotton-picker they have 

invented. Their machine has demonstrat- 
ed that it can work all day longinacotton 
field and pick as much cotton as 75 nimble- 
fingered men and women. Yet it is as sim- 
ple a machine as a corn harvester; not near- 
ly so complicated as a wheat combine. 

The inventive genius reflected by this ma- 
chine is, of course, noteworthy. But what is 
even more remarkable about John Rust and 
his brother, Mack, is the simplicity with 
which they face the social problems created 
by their machine. 

If the 10 experimental machines to be 
placed on Southern cotton plantations this 
year perform as expected, the cotton crop 
of the United States may be able to say 
good-by forever to half the share-croppers, 
tenant farmers and day laborers it now em- 
ploys. Most cotton workers, whatever their 
category or color, are sunk far below a de- 
cent standard of living. Suppose the Rust 
cotton-picker displaces two out of every 
four families that now manage to keep alive 
on cotton land. Then what? 

That is the question the Rusts have posed 
to themselves and to others. It would not 
be extraordinary for a wealthy man to an- 
nounce a broadly social, even a philanthrop- 
ic, curiosity about the effect of his manu- 
factured product. But the Rusts are not 
wealthy, and they never have been. They 
have spent profitless years perfecting their 
machine. 


T ine Rust brothers are as astonishing as 


. . . 

“Cotton-picking is a back-breaking job, 
more suitable for a machine than a man,” 
says John Rust. And Mack Rust adds: “The 
cost of harvesting cotton by machinery will 
be only one-third to one-fourth the present 
cost by hand. When cotton is mechanized 
from start to finish, it can be produced at a 
profit for less than 5 cents a pound.” 

As engineers, the two brothers are prac- 
tical men. As Southerners, they are well 
aware of the misery and tension that any 
further insecurity in the share-cropper areas 
will create; they have seen the pauperization 
of those cast out by the program of the late 
AAA in the South. As social explorers, they 
have discovered that they know almost as 
much about the difficulty of launching a 
job-swamping machine without catastrophe 
as do the economists and agrarians. 

The inventors of the mechanical picker 
know something personally about downright 
insecurity. Despite a Virginia ancestry of 
slave-owning Confederates, John and Mack. 
Rust found themselves picking cotton for a 
living when their parents died in Texas. 
John, the elder, set out as a harvest hand 
in the West. In the spring of 1927, he dis- 
covered the principle of picking cotton with 
a moist spindle. He wrote to his brother, 
who was working at the General Electric 
plant in Schenectady, and in 1928 Mack 
joined John in Texas. 

Mack Rust had worked his way through 
the University of Texas—most of the time 
as night watchman in a bank—and had 
taken a B. S. in mechanical engineering. 
Like John, he was at home in overalls. He, 
too, was convinced that they were about to 
evolve a “fundamental solution of the cot- 
ton-harvesting problem.” 


: 


Today a machine, complete with rubber 
tires, is tentatively priced around $2000. By 
mass fabrication, that price could be great- 
ly reduced. It is obvious that if the machine 
were to meet its field trials successfully, 
the Rusts could soon amass a fortune, They 
say they will never accept more than 10 
times the wages of their lowest-paid work- 
er. Besides, they are loath to put their me- 
chanical picker on the open market until 
they can discover some hopeful method of 
softening its bitter blow upon the back of 
the share-cropper and his mule. 

. - * 

In the long run, they agree, a machine 
does man’s employment more good than 
harm. No sensible person would recom- 
mend going back to reaping wheat by hand 
and flailing it out on the barn floor through 
the winter, or throwing away the cotton 
gins and hiring manual workers to perform 
the laborious task of seeding cotton. Most 
existing machines do the erstwhile jobs of 
men. The realistic Rusts know all that. 

But without their wretched cotton income, 
the lowest economic class in America would 
be plunged farther into pauperism before 
there was time for instruction in diversified 
agriculture or for the development of new 
and better methodsygf earning a living than 
cotton ever offered. — 

Even among workers not displaced, can a 
workable cotton-picking machine be distrib- 
uted through co-operatives, or ‘through 
unions of share-croppers? How could the 
level of living of the employed be raised ex- 
cept through strong labor organizations? 

The Rust brothers have been thinking 
and talking about these questions. Already 
one of their machines is scheduled for use 
on the co-operative farm founded by Sher- 
wood Eddy at Hillhouse, Miss. 

The Rusts can’t describe exactly how they 
came by their advanced social point of view. 
They've always had it, John says, though 
they have lived very different lives. 

« e . 

Meanwhile, the Rust brothers are per- 
plexed. They have consulted the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, leaders of the co-op- 
erative movement, labor organizers and Mr. 
Eddy. Should they lease their invention in- 
stead of selling it, requiring every lessor to 
maintain a definite living wage and to .rec- 
ognize the right of collective bargaining? 
Should they attempt to release the machine 
through the Department of Agriculture, and 
let the Government manage the readjust- 
ment of displaced and mechanized workers 
alike? Should they proceed to organize a 
Rust Foundation, through which all profits 
and fees can be redistributed—in ratio with 
the ginning figures for each cotton county 
—for education or for the encouragement of 
co-operative societies and diversified farm- 
ing? Or should they just put their machine 
on the market? 

Within two months, the Rusts will know 
how well their machines have performed 
this season—for engineers the primary queés- 
tion, Their next concern is how to abolish 
“the last great field of hand labor and the 
greatest single source of child and woman 
labor in America,” and at the same ‘ime do 
no violent harm to their friends and neigh- 
bors, the planters and tenants.

“A baker wraps up 53 taxes with every 
loaf of bread he sells, or 3 cents on a #cent 
loaf. Three-fourths of the price you pay 
for the breakfast bacon, or 36 cents out of 
48 cents per pound, represents hidden taxes, 
Taxes on eggs represent 61 per cent of the 
cost. ) 

“There are approximately 205 accumula’ 
ed taxes in the price of gasoline, or 40 per 
cent of the cost. Fifteen cents out of the % 
cents paid for two packages of cigarettes 
represents taxation.” 

The figures are Mr. Frazier’s, not ours 
But this theme is one which we believe 
cannot be stressed too much, and we wish 
him success in his crusade of education. The 
Federal Government gets approximately 
two-thirds of the total revenue from hidden 
taxes. Most state and local governments 
get an ever larger percentage of revenue by 
the invisible route. 

Hidden taxation is cowardly taxation. 
is unscientific taxation. Whatever revenue 
the various units of governments have t 
have should be raised as far as possible by 
taxes which are visible and proportioned 
to individual ability to pay. By that meth- 
od, the taxpayer and the tax-gatherer meet 
face to face and on equal termis. 

All of us are taxpayers. But a great 
many of us do not seem conscious of the 
fact that we help support the various units 
of government. If more taxes were flushed 
out into the open, tax-consciousness would 
spread, causing a great many now wulipter 
ested citizens to feel a pocketbook it. “es 
in the responsibilities of citizenship. 

If that state of mind could be brought 
about, then alongside every proposition ‘® 
spend public money could be laid down tne 
tax necessary to raise the money, and the 
two parts of the problem could be consié 
ered simultaneously. That would be democe 
racy functioning in the responsible way 
should function.

ODDS AGAINST MARRIAGE

Rush of Insurance Business Sends 
Them From 10 to 1 Down

LONDON, July 2.—A rush of in- 
surance business suddenly dropped 
the odds today against King 
Edward VIII marrying prior to his 
coronation next May. The odds fell 
to 5 to t after hovering around 10 
to 1 vor several weeks. 

Brokers said that since private 
speculation had been ruled out by 
the reverberations of the April 
“budget leak,” they were accepting 
orders for insurance only from com- 
mercial interests likely to lose if a 
consort accompanies the King to 
Westminster on May 12, 1937. 


A wide variety of insurance was 
being placed, due to the diversity 
of ways a change in coronation 
plans would affect traders. Manu- 
facturers of coronation souvenirs 
which would require two portraits 
instead of one if the Monarch weds, 
and publishers of prayer books in 
which a Queen’s name might have 
to figure, were chiefly worried. So 
far, however, no individual concern 
has been covered for more than 
£250 ($1000).

Cheddar Pennies. 
One-half cup shortening. 
Three tablespoons sugar. 
One egg. 

One and one-half cups 
Cheddar cheese. 

One and three-fourths cups flour. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Scant one-eighth teaspoon cay- 
enne. 

Two tablespoons milk. 

Cream shortening and sugar. Add 
ege; beat until light and fluffy. 
Add cheese; mix well. Mix and sift 
flour, baking powder, salt, cayenne; 
add alternately with the milk. Chill. 
Roll one-eighth inch thick; cut with 
small cookie cutter; sprinkle with 
paprika. Bake in hot oven (375 
degrees) about 15 minutes or until 
brown. Serve with tomato, pine- 
apple or grapefruit juice. They are 
particularly delicious served with a 
fruit or vegetable salad. 


Sponge Cake. 


Twelve egg yolks. | 

Two cups sugar. 

One cup hot water. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

Three cups sifted flour. 

Two teaspoons lemon extract. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Sift flour and baking powder to- 
gether four times. Beat egg yolks 
with rotary beater until lemon col- 
ored. Add alternately sugar and 
hot water, beating thoroughly after 
each addition. Add the flour and 
baking powder, about one-fourth of 
it at a time, beating after each ad- 
dition. Add flavoring. Bake in large 
ungreased angel food cake pan in 
moderate oven, 350 degrees, for an 
hour. Invert pan and let cake cool 
in pan. This is an excellent recipe 
to use in using up left over egg 
yolks. 

Banana Bran Muffins. 


One cup sifted flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Three-fourths teaspoon soda. 

Two tablespoons shortening. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

One egg, well beaten. 

One cup bran. 

Two tablespoons sour milk. 

Two cups thinly sliced bananas 
(two to three bananas). 

Mix and sift together the mlour, 
salt and soda. Cream shortening, 
add sugar gradually and cream 
well. Add egg, bran and sour 
milk. Mix and let stand while slic- 
ing banana, Add banana and mix 
well. Add sifted dry ingredients, 
stirring only enough to dampen all 
the flour. Bake in well-greased 
muffin tins in moderately hot oven 
(375 degrees) for 30 to 35 minutes. 
Makes six large or 12 small muf- 
fins.

Salmon Chartreuse. 

One tablespoon chopped parsley. 

One teaspoon grated onion. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

Salt, pepper. 

One-fourth cup of milk. 

Two eggs, beaten.

Three cups cooked rice. 

Add to salmon all seasonings, 
milk, eggs.

(300 degrees) one hour. Unmold. 
Serves six. 

Potato Puffs. 

Three cups hot mashed potatoes. 

Two tablespoons butter or marga- 
rine. 

One-half cup hot milk. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon onion juice. 

One tablespoon fine dry bread- 

crumbs. 
Put enough boiled cooked pota- 
tos through the ricer to measure 
three cups. With a fork, whip in 
the -butter or margarine, the hot 
milk, salt, and onion juice.

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Canning Vegetables Is 
Not a Simple Procedure 


For Assured Success and Safety All Except 
Tomatoes Should Be Processed in 
Pressure Cooker. 


Y THE Fourth of July, “roastin’ 
Bear’ from the home corn patch. 

That is the ambition of home 
gardeners north of the “early 
states” where corn, thanks to the 
warmer climate, has been coming 
along now for several weeks. And 
as home-grown corn becomes more 
plentiful, home canners are busier. 
They have been busy of course, 
ever since the spring and summer 
fruits came on. 


Canning corn, however, is not as 
easy as canning fruits. Like other 
vegetables except tomatoes, .corn, 
after it is in the cans or jars, should 
be “processed” in a pressure can- 
ner, to make sure it will not spoil. 
But even then, cream-style corn is 
hard to can successfully, especially 
in glass jars, and the Bureau of 
Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
suggests canning corn whole-grain 
style instead. 


The essential difference between 
the two methods is in the way the 
corn is cut off the cob. For cream- 
style corn, the top of the kernels 
is cut off and the rest is scraped, 
making a thick, starchy mass which 
packs densely into the can. Heat 
penetrates slowly through such a 
mass, and often the corn at the 
center does not get hot enough to 
kill the bacteria that cause spoilage. 
To process cream-style corn prop- 
erly requires, for No. 2 cans, 15 
pounds steam pressure, or a tem- 
perature of 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
in the pressure canner for 70 min- 
utes. For cream-style corn in glass 
jars, which are harder to heat than 
tin, more time is needed, and the 
corn sometimes turns brown. This 
does not affect the wholesomeness 
of the corn, but it does affect the 
looks and often the flavor. 

For whole-grain corn, cut the ker- 
nels off just as close to the cob as 
possible without getting the hulls. 
Add one 
teaspoon of salt to each quart of 
corn, and half as much boiling wa- 
ter as corn by weight. Heat to boil- 
ing and pack into the cans boiling 
hot. Put the cans into the steam 
pressure canner at once, and process 
them at 10 pounds pressure or 240 
degrees Fahrenheit — 50 minutes 
for No. 2 cans (C enamel or plain 
tin), and 60 minutes for pint glass 
jars. In this time the whole-grain 
corn heats up properly all through 
and chances of spoilage are much 
less than with cream-style corn. 

. e s 


NOTHER difference between 
Ate cream-style and whole-grain 

style corn is the age of the 
corn for canning. For whole-grain 
style use only tender, freshly gath- 
ered sweet corn, 3 or 4 days young- 
er than would be used for cream- 
style corn. 

The whole purpose of canning 
any food, of course, is to keep it 
from spoiling, and so enable us to 
provide the perishable foods for 
use after the time when they can 
be had fresh. The canning process 
does this by eliminating the two 
main causes of spoilage. Over-rip- 
ening :is one cause in fruits and in 
vegetables. Another cause is the ac- 
tion of bacteria, molds or yeasts 
that are on or in the fruit or vege- 
table, and everywhere in the air 
about them. Canning puts a stop 
to ripening, destroys tht organ- 
isms of spoilage on or in the food, 
and seals the product away, air- 
tight, so that no more of these or- 
ganisms can enter. 

Whatever the fruit or vegetable, 
then, the first step in canning is to 
make sure it is just ripe enough 
to be at its best and not so ripe

that it is on the road to decay; 
that is to clean and free from any 
spots or blemishes; and that every 
hand that touches it, every knife or 
spoon, cup, pan or kettle, can or 
jar used in preparin-: the food for 
canning it, is clean. With such pre- 
cautions, all unnecessary causes of 
spoilage are ruled out, and we go 
on the more successfully from 
there. 

When the food is ready to can, 
the next thing to do is to kill the 
bacteria and other organisms of 
spoilage not already disposed of, 
and for this we use heat. Most of 
these organisms can not live long 
in a temperature of 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit—that is, boiling tem- 
perature. Usually the food is heat- 
ed before it goes into the cans, 
and always it is heated afterwards 
—*“processed,” we say, after the 
cans are filled, by keeping them in 
boiling water or in a steam pres- 
sure canner for a specified length 
of time, to make sure.they are 
heated at least to boiling tem- 
perature all through. 


T this stage of the process, tem- 
A cerature is the most important 

factor. For fruits and tomatoes, 
boiling temperature is sufficient, 
because the spoilage organisms are 
more easily killed in acid foods 
than in others. So the rule is: Proc- 
ess fruits and tomatoes in a boil- 
ing-water bath—a big pan or a 
wash boiler with a rack inside to 
hold the cans in place while water 
boils around and over them for 
the proper length of time to kill 
the spoilage organisms—from 5 to 
15 or 20 to 45 minutes, according 
to the kind of fruit, the amount of 
cooking it has had, and the size 
of the can. 

But process corn and all other 
vegetables except tomatoes and pi- 
mientos, in a pressure canner, at 
the specified temperature and for 
the specified time for each kind of 
food.

When served with rice curry be- 
comes a complete main dish. It is 
quickly prepared and makes an ex- 
cellent last-minute luncheon or din- 
ner.

Three tablespoons flour. 

One tablespoon curry powder. 

One and one-half cups chicken 
stock.

Cook minced onion with butter 
for three minutes.

Heat and serve with hot 
rice. Chicken bouillon cubes or 
canned chicken broth may be used 
as the stock. 


SWEET POTATOES 


Six medium sweet potatoes 

One-fourth cup butter 

Salt 

Two egg whites 

One-half cup sugar 

Few grains salt 

One-half cup shredded coconut. 

Bake the sweet potatoes in a hot 
oven until tender. Cut a slice off 
the top of each and remove the 
center. Whip this until fluffy and 
season with the butter and salt. 
Pile back into the shells. Beat the 
egg whites until frothy, add the 
sugar and salt, and continue beat- 
ing until stiff. Top the stuffed po- 
tatoes with this meringue, sprinkle 
with the coconut, and return to a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) to 
brown lightly. Shredded almonds 
instead of the coconut may be 
sprinkled over the top of the mer- 
ingue before browning, if desired. 


BUTTERSCOTCH COFFEE PIE 


Four tablespoons butter. 

Four tablespoons flour. 

Two eggs, slightly beaten. 

Three-fourths cup brown sugar. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One cup milk, scalded. 

Four teaspoons honey. 

One cup strong coffee. 

Cream butter and add sugar grad- 
ually; then add flour, eggs and 
salt. Combine honey, coffee and 
milk, and add slowly to first mix- 
ture, beating constantly. Place fh 
double boiler and cook, stirring until 
it thickens. Add flavoring, cool, 
and pour into baked pastry shell 
and cover with meringue. 


Potato Salad. 


Three cups diced cooking pota- 
toes, four hard-cooked eggs, diced; 
one cup diced celery, one-half cup 
diced cucumbers, two teaspoons salt, 
three tablespoons chopped pimien- 
tos, three tablespoons chopped on- 
ions, one-half teaspoon paprika, one 
cup salad dressing. 

Mix and chill ingredients and 
serve in bowl lined with crisp let- 


tuce leaves. Serves 12.

The new bride who attempts to 
embark upon the perilous seas of 
pastry need have no fear of not 
baking the kind that mother used 
to make. There are so many short 


cuts and fool proof recipes today 
that the husband who has a fond- 
ness for pies need not go without 
or content himself with the store 
kind. Here is a simplified recipe. 
Bride’s Pie. 

One cup flour. 

One-half. teaspoon salt.

He lives at 4626 
Steffens avenue, 1s married and has 
one child. 

District Attorney Harry C. Blan- 
ton said Kaiser had been dis- 
charged by the bank last Dec. 5 
after the shortage in the accounts 
had been discovered. Kaiser, he 
gaid, had admitted to officers of 
the bank that he had taken the 
money over a period of 18 months, 
covering up his abstractions by al- 
tering deposit slips of customers of 
the bank. 

The shortage was discovered, 
Bianton sad, in checking the ac- 
count of a food market. At the 
time the discovery was made, he 
added, Kaiser had 250 in his 
pockets 

Kaiser had been employed by the 
bank for 10 years. 

A Federal warrant charging em- 
bezziement of $4348 was issued yes- 
terday against Elmer J. Bergmann, 
former teller at the Southern Com- 
mercial and Savings Bank, who is 
under a State charge of grand lar- 
ceny in the theft of the money from 
the night depository of the bank. 
Issuance of the Federal warrant 
had been delayed in expectation 
that Bergmann woulc plead guilty 
to the State charge, but he entered 
a plea of not guilty. 

Bergmann was re-arrested today 
at his home on the Sappington-Bar- 
racks road in St. Louis County and 
gave bond of $5000 on the Federal 
charge. 

Bergmann surrendered to police 
in Chicago Dec. 10, two days after 
the robbery, and said he took the 
money while on a drunken spree. 
He restored $1140, asserting that 
was all he took except for about 
$60 he had spent and $2000 in 
checks which he had thrown into 
the river,

TEACHERS TAKE UP 
REPORTS AGAINST

Legion commander, who will speak 
tomorrow. 

“The American Legion will not 
support any measure requiring 
teachers to swear oaths not to 
teach Communism, and the national 
commander has instructed me to 
say advocacy of such a thing would 
be one of the worst things we could 
do,” he said. 

Miles explained that though the 
legion at Miami, Fla., in 1934 ap- 
proved a bill requiring teachers’ 
oaths, it did not re-approve it in 
1935 and hence under the legion’s 
charter the resolution is dead. 

The convention has indorsed the 
Harrison-Fletcher bill for Federal 
aid to education, asking for a 
$100,000,000 original appropriation 
and annual increases of $50,000,000 
until the Government distributes 
$300,00,000 yearly to states. 

The legislative committee orig- 
inally wanted $300,000,000 a year 
from the start, but modified its de- 
mands to match the bill which was 
introduced, on the last day of Con- 
gress. 

“All control, administration and 
supervision of schools and educa- 
tional programs arerreserved strict- 
ly to the states and territories, and 
forbidden to all Federal officers 
and agencies,” the committee re- 
port specifies. 

Academic Freedom Report. 


“Teachers should be accorded the 
full right of all citizens to express 
publicly their views and ally them- 
selves with organizations of their 
own choosing,” says a report of the 
academic freedom committee, ap- 
proved by the convention. 

The committee also recommends 
the seeking of “public support for 
the right to academic freedom” and 
asserts it would assist teachers “de- 
prived of their positions in viola- 
tion of the National Education As- 
sociation principle.” 

The convention went on record 
for the principle that “teachers of 
equivalent training and experience 
doing the same kind of work should 
receive equal pay regardless of 
sex.”

450 FRENCH HOTELS 


Labor Dispute to Be Arbitrated; 
Government to Consider 
Owners’ Problems. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 2.—Roger Salengro, 
Minister of the Interior, promised 
Government “consideration” of the 
problems of French hotels today 
after 450 Riviera hostelries, closed 
early this week, reopened their 
doors. 

Between 35 and 40 per cent of all 
French hotels are in financial dif- 
ficulties, Salengro said. 

The Riviera operators and work- 
ers agreed to arbitrate their wage 
and hours dispute in conferences 
presided over by officials. 

Toulon was in darkness last night 
when electric plant workers cut off 
the current in protest against de- 
lay in granting their demands for 
more pay and shorter hours, 

Iron miners in the Moselle Basin 
went back to work after industrial 
workers and employers in the Seine 
department had reached an agree- 
ment. 

More Violence in Algiers. 

Fresh outbursts of violence in 
Algiers, in which 400 _ strikers 
clashed with police, sent Governor- 
General Le Beau to Paris for of- 
ficial conferences today. 

Two persons were injured and 
nine arrested after striking work- 
men sought to enlist new recruits 
from employes in the Algiers ship- 
yard. 

Fighting Leftists and Rightists 
were dispersed by pclice last night 
at Mostaganem. Several persons 
were wounded. The Leftists at- 
tempted to hoist a red flag over the 
City Hall and were reported to have 
threatened to assassinate Abbot 
Lambert, Mayor of Oran. 

Shots were fired and stones 
thrown at a delegation of Mayors 
at Oran yesterday when they called 
at the Prefecture to protest against 
“extremist agitaticn” throughout 
the countryside. One of the at- 
tackers was arrested. 

Croix de Feu Men Convicted. 

Five members of the dissolved 
Croix de Feu, acquitted previously 
of a charge of robbing Socialist 
headquarters last April 16, were 
convicted on Government appeal 
yesterday. Two received suspended 
sentences; the others were fined. 

Altogether, about 150,000 persons 
in France remained out in scattered 
strikes. 

The Senate passed a bill yester- 
day increasing the strength of the 
mobile guard. 

The Bank of France reported a 
return instead of a loss of gold 
yesterday for the first time in 14 
weeks. A statement for the week 
ended June 26 showed the bank re- 
gained 46,000,000 francs (about 
$3,036,000) of the more than 11, 
000,000,000 francs (about $726,000,- 
000) in gold withdrawn during the 
political crisis. 

The bank disclosed that the first 
advance of 536,468,000 francs 
(about $35,406,000) has been made 
y the bank to the treasury under 
he new arrangement for financ- 
ing the Government. Under this 
plap, the Bank of France is author- 
ized by the Chamber of Deputies 
to lend the Government 10,000,000,- 
000 francs (about $660,000,000) at 
a cost of two-tenths of 1 per cent 
to cover handling expense. 


REPAVING PAGE BOULEVARD 
WITH CONCRETE UNDER WAY 


‘Half of Street, From Union to City 


Limits Being Torn Up; Fed- 
eral Grant Pays for Work. 
The State Highway Commission 
today began repaving Page. boule- 
vard from Union boulevard west 
to the city limits. Concrete will re- 
place the bumpy asphalt surface. 
Workmen began tearing up the 
north side of the street between 
Union boulevard and Belt avenue 
this morning and westbound traffic 
was re-routed over Minerva ave- 
nue, a block to the north, Busses 
and service cars will remain on 
Page boulevard for several days and 
then detour over Minerva also. 
Eastbound traffic will continue 
on Page for two more weeks, when 
the entire street will be closed. 
Page oulevard is the entrance in- 
to the city for United States High- 
way No. 40 from the west and traf- 
fic from the highway will be re- 
routed over Easton avenue. The re- 
paving will cost $135,000, paid for 
entirely by a grant for highways 
from the Federal Government. 


FIRE CHIEF GIVES ADVICE 
IN REGARD TO FIREWORKS 


Adult Supervision, Rubbish Cleared 
Away, Garden Hose Ready 
for Use. 

Fire Chief John J. O’Boyle to- 
day recommended precautions to 
be ‘taken to prevent injuries and 
fires from fireworks. He advised 
against celebrating with fireworks 
at all, but said if tney are going to 
be used, they should be set off 
only under supervision of an adult 
person, rubbish should be cleared 
from the premises, a garden hose 
should be connected and ready for 
use, and the nearest alarm box lo- 
cated in advance. 

He asked for the co-operation of 
parents, citing the large number of 
deaths and injuries last year from 
fireworks, and suggested that other 
forms of celebrating and enjoying 
the holiday be followed. 


Two Killed by Streamline Train. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL, July 2.—Two 
men were killed today when their 
truck was demolished by the “Green 
Diamond,” Dlinois Central stream- 
lined train, at the southeast limits 
of Springfield. The bodies were 
not immediately identified. The 
train, running from St. Louis to 
Chicago, scattered wreckage of the 


}truck for 200 yards.

After the 
divorce was granted on his petition, 
a reconciliation was effected and 
they were remarried on Dec. 7, 1929. 
Their first marriage was in 1925. 


COURT ORDERS DISSOLUTION 
OF HANDLAN INVESTMENT CO, 


$477,000 to Be Distributed to Hold- 
ers of 2500 Shares of 
Stock. 
The Handlan Investment Co., 


formerly the Handlan-Buck Manu- 
facturing Co., railway supply deal- 


ers, was ordered dissolved yester- 
day in a decree filed by Circuit 
Judge John W. Joynt. Thomas N. 
Dysart, president of the firm and 
trustee of the estate of the late 
Alexander H. Handlan, and other 
officers were ordered to wind up 
the affairs of the company and dis- 
tribute assets, amounting to $477,- 
653, among holders of the 2500 
shares of stock. 

Officers of the company testified 
at a hearing Tuesday that the firm 
was no longer active, having sold 
its business to Handlan, Inc., fol- 
lowing settlement of an accounting 
suit over the Handlan estate more 
than a year ago. 


PIPELINE HELD LIABLE 
TO STATE CORPORATION TAX 


Missouri Supreme Court Rules Its 
Blending of Motor Fuel Is In- 
trastate Business, 

Bry the Associated Press, 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 2.— 
Pipeline companies which blend 
their motor fuel after it is piped 
into a state are engaged in intra- 
state business and, as such, are 
subject to corporation franchise 
taxes, the State Supreme Court 
held today. 

This ruling was made by the court 
in reversing a Circuit Court judg- 
ment in which suit against the Phil- 
ips Pipeline Co. to collect $1117 in 
taxes for 1934 was dismissed, on the 
pipeline’s contention it was engaged 
in interstate business. 

Judge J. C. Collet said the Phil- 
ips Co. piped into its Jefferson City 
Terminal five commodities, none of 
which constituted a satisfactory mo- 
tor fuel but which could be prop- 
erly blended in several grades of 
gasoline, and sold the blended prod- 
uct in 200 Missouri cities and towns. 

“The interstate movement ceased 


‘| when the gasoline was delivered to 


consignee at the Jefferson City ter- 
minal prior to the blending opera- 
tion,” the Judge said, “ and that 
blending and storage of finished 
products constituted the transac- 
tion of intrastate business.” 

The Phillips Co. operates a pipe- 
line between Borger, Tex., and East 
St. Louis, Hil. Its only Missouri 
Terminal is in Jefferson City.

The State Supreme Court today 
denied the petition of Ralph Pier- 
son’s counsel for a writ of prohibi- 
tion, to prevent Circuit Judge James 
M. Douglas from proceeding with 
the trial of Pierson on another 
charge of murder, following his 
conviction May 27 of one such 
charge. The two murder charges 
are based on different deaths 
caused by the incendiary fire Dec. 
5, 1927, in the Buckingham Hotel 
Annex. Pierson was one of the 
owners of the building. 

The murder charge row pending 
against Pierson is based on the 
death of Miss May Frazier, a teach- 
er. He has been tried twice on this 
charge, convicted bcth times, and 
sentenced once *to death and once 
to life imprisonment, but both con- 
victions were reversed by the Su- 
preme Court. His conviction § in 
May was for the death of Joseph 
J. O’Brien, another guest of the 
annex, for which he received a life 
sentence. 

Circuit Attorney Miller said to- 
day that Pierson would be put on 
trial again in the Frazier case, but 
not before the fall term of court. 
It is planned to send him to the 
penitentiary in the next party of 
prisoners taken there, obably 
within the next two weeks.

I mean, of course, “impossible” 
from North’s angle. Poor East, after 
he had made the opening lead of 
the spade king, took a different and 
darker view of the situation. His 
own two spade tricks and ace of 
diamonds were the only tricks actu- 
ally in sight. He could not know 
that North's opening bid was psy- 
chic. It looked more probable that 
it had been merely shaded, includ- 
ing two aces, and that West's spade 
raise consequently had been based 
on a hand such as:

F this wefe true, there was only

So East's second play was the 
ace of diamonds, and his third an 
underlead of the spade ace.

Imagine the declarer’s delight 
when the second spade lead came 
up to his queen!

Strained Veal and Okra Soup 
Stuffed Broiled Chicken

Strained Veal and Okra Soup 
One three-pound shank of veal. 
Three cups of sliced okra. 
One-quarter cup of butter. 
Four quarts of cold water. 

One large chopped onion. 

One-half red pepper pod. 

Salt and pepper... 

Cut the veal from bone and cut 
into small pieces and rub well with 
salt and pepper and with the onion 
fry in bacon drippings until brown. 
Add to the cold water with the bone 
and simmer for one and a half 
hours. Fry the okra in butter slow- 
ly then add to soup with one can of 
tomato pulp and let simmer gently 
for at least four hours. Strain and 
reheat. 


Stuffed, Broiled Chicken 
Split four 1%-pound chickens and 
place, skin side down, on a but- 
tered oven-proof dish and broil for 
15 minutes. Cook one pound of 
chopped mushrooms and one large 
chopped onion in one-half cup of 
butter until tender. Add two cups 
of previously cooked rice and mix 
well with salt, pepper and poultry 
seasoning and two beaten eggs. 
Pack into chickens. Turn skin side 
up and broil slowly for about 20 
minutes, basting with melted but- 
ter to which the juice of one orange 
has been added. Carefully arrange 
on heated platter and garnish with 

watercress and pickled pears. 


Sauted Corn 
Remove kernels from 12 young 
ears of corn. In an iron skillet 
melt three tablespoons of butter, 
add the corn and all the milk pos- 
sible scraped from the cobs. Sea- 


son with salt, pepper and a large 


tablespoon of sugar. Cover and let 
steam for about 20 minutes until 
the moisture is absorbed. Uncover 
and let fry until slightly browned. 


String Beans, Wilhelmina 

Sliver 14% pounds of string beans. 
Cook in boiling, salted water with 
a pinch of soda until tender. Drain 
and season with salt and pepper 
and place on vegetable dish and set 
in warming oven. 

Melt one fourth cup butter and 
pour onto 2 egg yolks in a sauce pan. 
Beat in two teaspoons of flour and 
add two tablespoons of lemon juice, 
one teaspoon of scraped onion (op- 
tional), one teaspoon of minced 
parsley and one cup of consomme. 
Stir constantly over a moderate 
fire until slightly thickened, then 
pour over the hot beans. 


Tomato and Camembert Salad 

Peel ripe tomatoes and hollow 
out a small portion, salt and pep- 
per. Mash sections of camembert 
cheese and fill the tomatoes. Place 
on shredded lettuce and over all 
pour a highly seasoned French 
dressing. Serve with buttered, 
toasted crackers. 


Melba Torte. 


Beat the whites of six eggs stiff 
with a pinch of salt. Very slowly 
beat in, one teaspoon at the time, 
until two cups of sugar are used, 
beating for at least-one half hour 
Flavor with one tablespoon of 
lemon juice and one teaspoon of 
vanilla. Butter the bottom of a 
baking sheet, or grease a round 
piece of paper and place on a wet 
board. With a large pastry tube 
form a round mat. When you have 
the desired size, build up around 
outer edge to form a shell. Bake in 
a very slow oven for about an hour. 
Carefully place on serving platter 
and allow to become perfectly cold. 
Fill with vanilla ice cream. Over 
this place sliced peaches and pour 
over a sauce made by melting rasp- 
berry jam and bringing it to the 
boiling point. Then strain through 


a fine sieve. Cool.

MOSCOW BOOMS UNDER N. E

| CHAPTER FOUR. 

| OSCOW had changed during 
| my three weeks’ absence on 
| the Volga. Everywhere dilap- 
idated and half-ruined buildings 
| were bein. drefurbished and _ re- 
stored, ai the fronts of the houses 
| cleaned and painted. Shops, cafes 
and restaurants were being opened 
in all directions. Scores of shabby 
_one-horse victorias like the old 
French fiacres had appeared, and 
traffic on the streets had increased 
tenfold. The city was full of pea- 
sants selling fruit, vegetables and 
other produce, or _ transporting 
bricks, lumber and building materi- 
als in their clumsy, creaking carts. 
Suddenly goods began to appear 
from unexpected corners, hidden or 
hoarded, or perhaps if the truth 
were known, simply mislaid or lost 
in the fog of bureaucratic red tape. 

For a month or six weeks after 
its inception N. E. P. must have 
seemed too good to be true to most 
of the people of Moscow. The pop- 
ulation of the city had shrunk to 
little more than 1,250,000 in the 
three “hard years.” Of this num- 
ber, not more than two per cent 
were Communists and only a com- 
| paratively few of the non-Commu- 
| nist working-class population re- 
ceived any material benefit from 
the new regime. It might please 
the working masses to be told that 
they were the sovereign proletariat 
and that every man Jack of them 
was better than his former Master, 
but these fine words did not put 
food in their bellies or clothes on 
their backs. Of the remaining Mus- 
covites nine-tenths had lived be- 
fore by trade, and one-tenth had 
been the leisured-class officials, no- 
bles, landlords and renters with 
their servants and parasites. This 
last fraction had _ suffered most 
from the Revolution. | From its 
|abounding luxury and power under 
‘the Tsars it had been reduced to 
|/penury and danger. On the night 
‘following the attempt to  assas- 
sinate Lenin 500 members of the 
former rling class in Moscow had 
been torn from sch homes as were 
left to them, attics or cellars in 
their former mansions, and shot 
before dawn, not-for any guilt of 
theirs but as a symbol of the Red 
Terror. 

For thes® former aristocrats and 
rentiers N. E. P. was a respite from 
pressure, to restore perhaps a sem- 
blance of the respect and position

They were 
‘Russians, you see, whose racial 
quality it is to live intensely in 
‘the present and dismiss doubts or 
‘fears or horrid memories with the 
‘easy insouciance of children. “Nich-

it to Paris. Passes to leave Rus- 
sia were easier to get than ir later 
years, and in any case the frontiers 
were loosely guarded. A great deal 
of smuggling went on between the 
Soviet and Finland, Esthonia and 
Latvia, and some of the smugglers 
would convoy passengers at a reg- 
ular rate of from $150 to $250. 

The restaurant proprietor was 
a typical case of the earlier 
N.E.P. man. He began to spec- 
ulate in apartments and furniture 
and made a lot of quick money. 
At one time he had a fine eight- 
room apartment of his own, no 
less than three automobiles, 
two mistresses and a large 
amount of gold, foreign valuta and 
jewels. His niece told me that he 
reckoned himself worth $100,000 
and was gradually getting it into 
liquid form prior to flight abroad 
when he was arrested by the Gay- 
pay-oo, which made short work of 
him. All his property was confis- 
cated and he was sentenced to 10 
years’ imprisonment on the lonely 
isle of Solovetsky in the White Sea.

ITHOUT going so far as to 

say that the authorities ap- 

proved or encouraged N. E. 
P.’s excesses, there is no doubt that 
for a time they deliberately “took 
the lid off’ in many respects. 
Gambling hells and night clubs had 
no difficulty in getting licenses 
from the municipality on condition 
that part of the receipts was re-

served for the State in the same 
way as in the Casinos in France. 
It was estimated that the receipts 
of the Moscow Soviet from this 
source were 4,000,000 gold roubles 
in the year 1922, which was used 
for much-needed repairs to the 
streets, sidewalks, drainage and 
lighting systems. 

The biggest gambling establish- 
ment was a place called Praga 
at the corner of the Arbat Square. 
In the main outer room there were 
two roulette tables both with zero 
and double zero, two baccarat 
tables and a dozen games of 
chemin de fer. Banks at baccarat 
frequently ran as high as $5000, a 
dozen different .currencies ‘were 
used, from bundles of Soviet mil- 
lion notes to hundred-dollar bills, 
English five and 10-pound notes, 
and most surprising of all, no small 
quantity of gold, Tsarist 10-rouble 
pieces, English sovereigns, and 
French 20-franc coins. As _ in 
France, there was an “inner cercle 
prive,” where only baccarat was 
allowed and play was higher, with 


banks of $25,000 or $30,000. 

It was a strange sight, this 
Praga, in the center of the world’s 
first Proletarian Republic. Most of 
the men looked like what they 
were, the low-class jackals and 
hangers-on of any boom, with fat 
jowls and greedy vulpine features; 
but there were others of a better 
class, former nobles in faded broad- 
cloth and Red Army soldiers in 
uniform, back from fighting Mos- 
lem rebels in Central Asia or from 
“liquidating” Makno’s. anarchist 
movement in the Ukraine, eager 
for Moscow’s fishpots and a flut- 
er at the tables. A smattering, 
too, of foreigners, fixers, agents and 
the commercial vanguard of a doz- 
en big firms attracted by Lenin’s 
new policy of Concessions, hurry- 
ing to find if the report was true 
that Russia might again become a 
honey-pot for alien wasps. And 
women of all sorts, in an amazing 
variety of costumes, noisy and vo- 
racious as sparrows. Latef in in- 
creasing numbers the wives and 
families of N. E. P. men, the new 


profiteers with jewels on their 
stumpy fingers and old lace and er- 
mine round their thick red necks. 
And one night I saw a grand 
dame of the old regime, spare and 
prim in a high-necked silk frock 
that she had worn maybe at the 
Court of Queen Alexandra of Eng- 
land. I had made her acquaint- 
ance some weeks before at the 
open-air market where she was sell- 
ing the last of her trinkets, as 
she told me in fluent French. But 
the high-born lady took readily to 
commerce and found, she said, gen- 
uine satisfaction in the whirl of 
exchange, intrigue, and petty com- 
binazione that was N. E. P. This 
night at Praga she opened a bank 
at chemin de fer with two English 
10-pound notes, “passed” seven 
times with impassive countenance, 
then left the game with the equiva- 
lent of £1000. 

Then there was a _ restaurant 
called “Bar” not far from the Savoy 
Hotel. In the winter of 1921-22 it 
sold good, simple meals in one large 
dining room where there was music 


ber of arrests among police officials 
of the precinct in which the place 
was situated. The gang had been 
paying taxes on a declared profit 
of $1000 a week, but the probe re- 
vealed that the weekly profits from 
all sources, including dope and girls 
and a most remunerative sideline 
in blackmail, were upwards of $10,- 
000. I do not think any of the peo- 
ple concerned in this affair were 
shot, and at that they were mighty 
lucky, but they all received long- 
term imprisonment. 

No better than “Bar,” if less 
flagrant and luxurious, less “pro- 
tected” and profitable, was the Red 
Light district, which sprang up 
near the Trubny Square off one of 
the boulevards which encircle the 
city of Moscow like green belts, 
with their grass and trees and a 
broad central alley where people 
can walk and children play without 
fear of traffic. In the Trubny dis- 
trict there were a dozen big tene- 
ment houses, regular rabbit war- 
rens with deep communicating cel- 
lars, which for some reason  be- 
came the haunt of an alien popula- 
tion—Chinese, Gypsies (the cele- 
brated Russian Tziganes), and a 
host of so-called students of both 
sexes. There were corridors in 
these buildings where the rank, 
sweet smell of opium smoke hung, 
one might say unnoticed, day and 
night, and where beside the name 
and number of the small cell-like 
rooms was tacked a photograph of 


was October, and by mid-November 
he had rented a tiny store across 
the street, handling milk, vegeta- 
bles, chickens and the freshest eggs 
and apples in Moscow at prices be 
low those of the markets. By the 
following May he had four salesmen 
in a fair-sized store, to which peas 
ants brought their produce fresh 
each morning. As his own middie 
man he paid them more than they 
could get at the market, which he 
continued to undersell. In July he 
opened a dry-goods section, thea 
added hardware. In October, after 
a year’s trading, he sold out to a 
co-operative and returned to Fin- 
land with enough money, he told 
me, to buy a farm and live inde 
pendently for the rest of his lifa, 
I gathered that, starting from noth» 
ing, he had made \$20,000 or $30,- 
000 clear profit, but the point is 
that his enterprise stimulated 
scores of peasants to fatten chicke 
ens and little pigs, or plant vegeta 
bles, or fashion wooden bowls and 
platters and forks and spoons, and 
produce clay pots and the rest of vile 
lage handicraft. The same thing 
was being done all over Russia and 
the effects were amazing. In a sine 
gle year the supply of* food and 
goods jumped from starvation point 
to something nearly adequate, and 
prices fell accordingly. This was 
the rich silt in N. E. P.’s_ flood, 
whereas the gambling and debauch 
ery were only froth and scum.

HAT are the symptoms of 
W nervous

tic tendency to magnify all symp- 
toms. “Terrible,” “unbe:rable,” “I 
didn't sleep a wink all night,” “I 
, Just can’t go on much longer,” “No 
one knows how sick I am,” are all 
familiar. | 

When carefully questioned it will 
ususally be found that it is not pain | 
that is complained of, but one or 
more of the above symptoms. The 
symptoms often include several 
parts of the body, such as “gas” 
on the stomach, weakness in the 
legs, pain in the back, headache, 
pressure around the heart, etc. 

An organic disease, by contrast, 
usually presents a definite cinical 
picture, that is, certain symptoms 
rather definitely limited to one 
part of the body. 

A good illustration of the differ- 
ence between a nervous and organ- 
ic, disease is to compare two dis- 
eases of the stomach—nervous 
dyspepsia and ulcer. 

Nervous dyspepsia is manifested 
by the following symptoms: A feel- 
ing of fullness or pressure in the 
upper abdomen and around the 
heart; excessive “gas formation,” 
with frequent and prolonged eructa- 
tions; loss of appetite; a “lump” in 
the abdomen that may come up into 
the throat; a feeling that certain 
foods are not digested and there- 
fore eliminated, one by one, from 
the diet until the intake of foods 
becomes woefully inadequate to 
supply the need of the body. The 
symptoms are often constant and 
prolonged for months or years. Pain 
is not present. Vomiting may be 
frequent and persistent. Food ag- 
gravates the symptoms. 

By contrast, ulcer of the stomach, 
a very serious organic disease, may 
be entirely symptomless until a 
hemorrhage occurs. Ordinarily the 
symptoms begin early and are man- 
ifested by a periodically recurring 
burning distress or actual burning 
pain in the upper abdomen which 
is promptly relieved by food. The 
burning or pain recurs again in an 
hour or two and remains until food 
is taken. 

It may be accepted as certain 
that excessive erucations of “gas” 
are always a symptom of nervous 
dyspepsia. Very little digestion oc- 
curs in the stomach, it is mainly a 
mixing bowl, no fermentation takes 
place there. Fermentation is neces- 
sary if gas is formed. Gas forms 
lower down, in the intestine, and it 
does not travel upward from the 
intestine to the stomach. Excessive 
eructation, therefore, is due to a 
nervous habit @f air swallowing. 
Any air expelled in this manner is 
air which has been previously swal- 
lowed and is not “gas” formed in 
the stomach.
